Many southwest farm products 
moved to lower price levels during 
the past week, the U. S. Department 
of 
Agriculture’s 
Production 
and 
Marketing Administration reported. 
Cotton fell $1.50 to $2.50 a bale 
under pressure of new crop offer­ 
ings. Middling 15-16 ranged from 
30.25 cents a pound at Dallas to 
30.75 at New Orleans. 
All grains declined except oats 
which gained only a fration for 
the w'eek. Yellow corn lost 7 to 9 
cents a bushel, and Texas new crop 
white corn sold around 25 cents be­ 
low' last week's price on the north­ 
ern grain. Wheat fell 1 cent a bu­ 
shel, barley 1 to 3 cents, and sor­ 
ghums 3 cents a hundred pounds. 
Rice harvest made good progress 
last week. Sales averaged $2 to $3 
a barrel lower than a year ago. Most 
weedstuffs lost $2 to $4 for the 
week, but soybean meal and alfalfa
